General  Bequest 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  treasurer  of  St.  Monica’s  Home  for  Sick 
Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Society  of  St.  Margaret  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  having  a  house  at  No.  125  Highland  Street,  in  that  part  of 

Boston,  Mass.,  known  as  Roxbury,  the  sum  of- . - 

.  dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 


Report  of  Sister  in  Charge 

The  concensus  of  opinion  this  year  among  those  responsible 
for  Charitable  Works  seems  to  be  that  Reports  should  be  short 
and  inexpensive,  thus  reducing  the  cost  of  printing  and  postage, 
and  in  accordance  with  this  suggestion  our  Report  this  year  will 
be  as  concise  as  possible  and  absolutely  pictureless,  for  the  fact 
that  money  is  scarce,  and  the  need  of  charitable  work  greater  than 
in  former  years,  is  an  ever  present  certainty  in  the  minds  of  all 
engaged  in  helping  those  who  cannot  help  themselves. 

Our  Hospital  Days  number  6787,  with  an  average  of  18 

patients  per  day,  at  a  cost  of  $1.23  plus  per  person.  Forty-eight 

new  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  and  these  with  the 

17  patients  already  in  the  Home  make  a  total  of  65  persons 

cared  for  during  that  period. 

/  - 

The  principal  subject  of  interest  for  report  is  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  our  premises  by  the  purchase  of  the  four-story  brick  house 
which  overlooks  the  lawn.  Just  as  we  were  getting  ready  to 
build  on  the  lawn  itself  the  offer  of  this  house  was  made  to  us 
at  a  price  of  $4500.00,  which  included  a  mortgage  of  $2600.00. 
This  opportunity  seemed  so  favorable  to  our  financial  condition 
that  after  careful  consideration  we  decided  to  make  the  purchase 
instead  of  building,  and  to  adapt  the  house  to  our  needs,  as  we 
had  been  warned  by  the  City  authorities  that  better  sleeping 
places  must  be  provided  for  the  domestic  workers  of  our  house¬ 
hold  at  once.  The  money  in  hand  was  by  no  means  sufficient 
to  do  all  that  we  considered  advisable  to  utilize  the  house  to  its 

i  -  .  .  '  I  1  .  .  i  : 

greatest  advantage  :  we  were  only  able  to  install  heating  and 
lighting  apparatus  and  some  plumbing,  and  to  make  the  place 
generally  clean  and  tidy,  besides  building  a  corridor  and  open 
board  walk  to  connect  the  new  house  with  the  main  building. 
We  shall  need  $6000.00  to  pay  the  mortgage  and  complete  the 
alterations,  which  when  finished  will  provide  us  with  a  commo- 
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dious  chapel  in  addition  to  other  comforts  and  necessities,  and 
will  also  enable  us  to  rearrange  our  present  wards  so  as  to  admit 
a  larger  number  of  patients.  Contributions  are  earnestly  asked 
for  each  of  these  objects  :  the  Mortgage,  the  Chapel,  the  Wards. 
For  the  Chapel  we  already  have  a  promise  of  $250.00,  which  is 
a  very  encouraging  nest  egg  for  further  contributions. 

We  feel  a  real  sympathy  with  the  little  girl  invited  to  the 
Palace  by  George  IV.  on  the  occasion  of  a  children’s  party. 
She  was  quite  overcome  by  the  lavish  and  magnificent  display  at 
the  royal  table,  and  when  asked  by  the  Monarch  if  there  was 
anything  she  would  especially  like,  she  answered,  after  a  moment’s 
pause,  UI  should  like — —I  should  like- — to  have  too  much”  We, 
too,  just  for  once  would  like  to  have  too  much ,  for  in  reality 
enough  is  not  “  as  good  as  a  feast,”  though  perhaps  the  continuous 
struggle  to  obtain  enough ,  which  after  all  pays  the  bills,  serves  to 
increase  our  faith  and  trust  in  the  Good  God  u  Who  loves  and 
governs  all.” 

Two  bequests  have  come  to  us  during  the  past  year,  each 
of  $1000.00,  one  from  the  estate  of  our  late,  much  loved  Vice- 
President,  Mrs.  William  A.  Donald,  and  the  other  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Horace  B.  Wadleigh,  this  being  one-half  of  the 

amount  left  us  by  his  will,  and  kindly  paid  us  by  his  executors 

» 

in  advance  of  the  final  settlement  of  the  estate.  It  is  difficult 
to  say  what  we  could  have  done  without  this  last  bequest,  as  the 
demands  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  for  fire  escapes,  automatic 
sprinklers,  etc.,  have  made  our  expenditure  this  year  far  beyond 
what  we  had  anticipated. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  continues  its  many  kindnesses, 
not  only  in  material  assistance,  but  also  in  constant  activities  of 
love  and  service,  which  endear  them  greatly  to  the  patients  who 
look  for  their  visits  with  much  pleasure,  and  to  us  who  bear  the 
burden  of  responsibility,  they  often  fill  a  u  chink  in  the  armour,” 
and  so  spur  us  on  to  a  further  effort  towards  making  both  ends 
meet. 

The  new  head  waiter  at  Young’s  Hotel,  with  his  many 


assistants,  is  not  one  whit  behind  his  predecessor  in  interest,  and 
through  his  agency  our  Christmas  Dinner  was  most  abundantly 
provided  for;  as  usual,  the  waiters  at  the  Hotel  Vendome  sent 
turkeys  for  Thanksgiving. 

The  Needlework  Guilds  of  Boston  and  Jamaica  Plain 
always  send  just  what  is  most  needed  ;  the  greater  part  of  the 
donations  never  reach  the  storeroom,  but  go  direct  from  u  pack¬ 
age  to  patient.” 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  with  their  carriage 
orders  and  trolley  tickets  are  entitled  to  a  particular  gratitude, 
as  their  gifts  are  unique  and  bestow  a  pleasure  not  elsewhere 
obtainable. 

The  Industrial  Society  of  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour, 
Longwood,  and  the  Needlewoman’s  Friend  Society  have  both 
helped  us  in  the  making  up  of  material,  the  former  also 
supplying  the  cotton  goods  in  some  cases. 

All  gifts  of  work  are  most  thankfully  received  and  help  us 
in  a  special  way  of  their  own.  It  has  been  our  happiness  to 
receive  some  gifts  of  this  sort  from  some  of  our  old  patients  as 
a  thank-offering  for  recovery  of  health,  St.  Monica’s  Sewing 
Circle  and  the  Willing  Aid  Club,  and  many  of  the  Masonic  and 
Odd  Fellows  Lodges  have  contributed  liberally  to  the  Extension 
Fund.  Many  other  gifts,  all  duly  chronicled  in  their  order 
among  u  Donations,”  have  helped  to  make  the  wheels  of  life 
move  more  easily  and  have  given  much  unexpected  pleasure  to 
the  patients. 

Our  book-keeping  friend  continues  her  monthly  visits  and 
keeps  the  bank  account  from  utter  destruction  as  regards  figures, 
while  our  many  friends  with  their  kind  gifts  help  us  to  keep  a 
bank  account  in  existence. 

W  e  have  had  changes  in  our  Medical  Staff,  a  seeming  loss, 
but  really  a  gain  as  we  thus  add  to  the  number  of  those  who  are 
glad  to  help  us,  and  are  continually  enlarging  our  circle  of  friend¬ 
ship.  This  service  is  rendered  so  unfailingly  and  so  willingly 
that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  accept  it. 
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When  we  recall  our  small  beginnings  of  twenty-seven 
years  ago  on  Phillips  St.,  with  the  Home  kept  open  only  during 
the  winter  months  because  there  was  not  sufficient  income  for 
summer  expenses,  and  compare  it  with  our  present  location 
where  u  the  lot  has  fallen  to  us  in  a  fair  ground,”  and  “  we  have 
a  goodly  heritage,”  we  gladly  say,  u  this  is  the  Lord’s  doings 
and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.”

Medical  Report 

A  house  in  an  adjoining  block  has  been  purchased  during 
the  year  1914,  and  has  been  remodelled  to  accommodate  the 
sisters,  nurses  and  maids.  This  has  increased  the  available  room 
for  patients  in  the  Home  considerably.  Owing  to  the  financial 
conditions  due  to  the  war,  however,  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
make  the  alterations  in  the  wards  at  this  time.  It  has  been  nec¬ 
essary  to  wait  a  little  longer  rather  than  to  incur  debt  at  present. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  changes,  however,  as  then  we  can 

\ 

make  one  of  our  wards,  which  is  small  and  dark,  a  large  sunny 
room,  which  will  stretch  across  the  house  and  will  have  a  door 
which  will  lead  out  to  a  large  verandah  on  the  south  side  of  the 
house. 

This  winter  we  have  altered  the  treatment  in  the  tubercu¬ 
losis  ward.  We  have  kept  the  ward  warm  during  the  day,  and 
have  confined  the  fresh  air  treatment  to  the  night  hours,  when 
the  patients  are  in  bed,  because  they  found  the  continuous  out¬ 
door  treatment  too  severe.  It  has  never  been  hard  to  keep  the 


patients  comfortable  at  night,  and  since  the  ward  has  been  warm 
during  the  day,  they  have  been  much  happier.  Our  patients 
have  to  stay  with  us  so  long  that  co-operation  is  a  very  essential 
part  of  any  treatment.  This  point  has  been  given  much  of  our 
attention  of  late,  and  some  scheme  must  be  devised  to  keep  the 
minds  of  the  patients  well  occupied.  We  cannot  ask  the  con¬ 
valescent  patients  to  do  ward  work.  ‘They  do  not  want  to  do  it, 
and  they  say  that  if  they  are  well  enough  to  do  housework  there 
they  are  well  enough  to  do  it  in  their  own  homes.  We  think 
that  they  must  be  taught  some  handicraft  such  as  sewing  or  bas¬ 
ket  making.  We  would  be  most  grateful  to  have  the  volunteer 
services  of  some  enthusiastic  young  person,  who  would  be  will¬ 
ing  to  teach  some  such  thing  to  them.  There  w'ould  be  no  dan¬ 
ger  of  infection. 

There  have  been  several  changes  upon  the  staff  this  year. 
Drs.  Spear  and  Burnett  have  resigned  and  Dr.  Levine  is  now  at 
the  Brigham  Hospital.  It  was  with  greatest  regret  that  w7e 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Spear.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  staff  several  years  and  did  the  best  of  work.  Dr.  Burnett 
was  with  us  two  years  and  did  excellent  work  also.  The  vacan¬ 
cies  ha  ve  been  filled  by  Drs.  William  E.  Preble  and  John  Hall- 
iday.  The  work  is  divided  as  follows  :  January,  February, 
March,  Dr.  W.  W.  Barker;  April,  May,  June,  Dr.  N.  K. 
Wood;  July,  August,  September,  Dr.  W.  E.  Preble;  Octo¬ 
ber,  November,  December,  Dr.  John  Halliday.

Lonely  children 
of  God  find  love  and  comfort  here  in  fellowship  with  one  another 
in  Christ.  The  suffering  are  stimulated  to  be  brave,  and  to

precious  lives  are  brightened  and  cheered  ;  immortal  souls  gain 
fresh  vigor  and  hope. 

It  is,  therefore,  a  matter  for  thankfulness  that  such  a  Home 
exists;  and,  as  it  is  supported  quite  as  much  by  prayer  as  by 
alms,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  earnest  prayers  will  ascend 
continuously  to  God  from  sympathetic  friends. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  forty-eight  regular 
Wednesday  afternoon  services,  with  singing  and  instruction;  six 
baptisms;  and  two  hundred  Celebrations  of  Holy  Communion. 

Opportunities  for  individual  spiritual  help  and  conference 
have  been  too  many  to  record.

Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  held  Monthly  Meetings 
from  Oct.  1913  to  May  19 14  inclusive,  and  the  Home  has  been 
visited  regularly  during  the  year.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  make 
these  visits.  One  is  always  sure  of  a  warm  welcome  from  the 
Sisters  and  the  patients  who  like  to  speak  of  their  aches  and  pains 
and  who  are  so  appreciative  of  all  that  is  done  for  them.  The 
bright,  cheerful  House  so  clean  and  neat  is  an  inspiration  to  all 
housekeepers.  We  were  unable  to  have  the  Annual  Sale  in  the 
autumn,  but  Mrs.  Edmund  Codman  generously  came  to  our 
rescue  and  gave  her  house  for  a  cake  and  candy  sale  at  which 
Sister  Vera’s  delicious  puddings  and  mince  meat  were  sold,  also 
faneywork  and  toys.  It  was  well  patronized  and  was  most  suc¬ 
cessful.  The  Christmas  tree  gave  much  pleasure  to  the  patients 
and  visitors.  Simple  presents  were  provided,  and  the  children 
were  very  merry  and  happv.  A  meeting  was  held  at  Mrs. 
Hugh  K.  Hatfield’s  house  in  January  for  the  purpose  of  arcus¬ 
ing  a  greater  interest  in  the  Home,  and  giving  our  friends  an 
opportunity  to  know  more  about  it.  The  Rev.  W.  Basil  King 
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gave  a  most  interesting  account  of  the  early  days  of-  St. 
Monica’s.  A  native  Liberian  clergyman,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Kawi 
Himi  Russell,  was  present  and  spoke  of  his  visit  to  St.  Monica’s 
and  the  great  pleasure  it  gave  him  to  see  the  Home  and  the 
lpving  care  which  was  given  to  the  sick  people  of  his  race. 
We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Hatfield  for  her  kindness  in  lending 
her  house  and  providing  tea,  which  was  much  enjoyed.  In 
March,  the  late  Mrs.  Charles  P.  Gardiner  very  kindly  offered 
her  house  for  an  entertainment  which  was  in  charge  of  Mrs. 
W.  R.  Cabot,  and  was  given  by  Professor  Baker’s  forty-seven 
workshop  and  other  amateurs.  The  performance  was  a  great 
success,  and  a  financial  help  to  the  depleted  treasury.  The 
home  has  lost  a  generous  friend  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Gardiner 
which  occurred  in  Oxford,  England  a  short  time  ago.  Dona¬ 
tion  day  in  May  brought  many  household  supplies  to  the  Home 
which  are  always  most  welcome  and  for  which  there  is  an -ever- 
increasing  need  to  meet  the  higher  cost  of  living  which  is  such 
a  drain  on  our  small  income. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  asking  our  friends 
for  a  greater  interest  in  our  work  the  coming  year.  At  this 
time  when  our  thoughts  are  turned  to  the  war  in  Europe  and 
purses  are  opened  to  help  the  homeless  and  starving  there,  it  is 
inevitable  that  local  charities  must  suffer  somewhat,  and  yet  they 
need  the  help  and  encouragment  of  their  friends  more  than 
ever.  We  wish  to  express  our  great  appreciation  of  the  work 
which  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret  accomplished  so  faithfully 
and  cheerfully  at  the  Home.

Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises  received 
are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s  Home 
F und  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications  satisfac- 
t>ry  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of  individual 
subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 

•  to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter- 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters.
